the People Bloc. I’'m
a resident of the city
of Whittier,
California. I’ve lived
in the community for
15 years.

Today I’'m speaking
on behalf of my
community in South
Whittier which is
made up of Latino
that speak spanish
most of us are
immigrants and
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children of
immigrants. The
majority of people in
my community are
working class people.
The type of work
available to my
community members
are Domestic
workers, essential
workers (such as
restaurant workers,
retail workers,
grocery store
employees, bartenders
and servers, etc).
Additionally there are
a lot of street vendors
such as people selling
flowers, fruits, and
eloteros.

Most of my neighbors
live in apartments,
rentals and small
single family homes.
It is normal that one
family takes a
bedroom and another
one takes the living
room in order to
afford their housing
cost.

The resources
available to
community services
are a couple of
Libraries, for example
in the South Whittier
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library they offer
citizenship class, they
offer GED or HS
diploma courses and
for students who
don’t have access to
technology they
borrow laptops for
free. In Plaza de la
Raza which is a
county funded
program they have
childcare available for
low income families,
in this community
location they offer
information such as
access to food
pantries. Also, we
have some parks for
the parents and
children to use such
as sports, dance
classes free of charge
for the local families.
Additionally, we have
access to food
pantries which are
provided throughout
the area at the local
high schools such as
Pioneer High school.

The largest employers
in Whittier are bars
and restaurants such
as Calaberas and
Whittier Brewery.

What makes my
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neighborhood unique
are celebrations such
as the Christmas
parades which happen
every year in uptown
Whittier. The
different high schools
in the area, along with
the police department
and fire department
also participate. This
parade draws big
crowds annually.

For educational
purposes, the higher
education institutions
in my community are
Whittier College, Rio
Hondo College.
However, most
students attend Rio
Hondo because it is
the most affordable
institution.

My community is
located between the
streets of Telegraph
Rd and Florence Ave
near CalHi. Whittier
is in the middle of the
5, the 605, the 60 and
the 57 freeways. It
takes 10 to 15
minutes to drive to
the freeway entrance
for any of them. To
move around in my
community I can use
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the Bus known as the
Sunshine Shuttle, but
if you are trying to
commute to
downtown LA you
use the MBL
“Montebello bus line”
known as MBL 57
which will connect
you to the metro
bus/station.

My community is
similar to cities of
Pico Rivera, Downey,
Norwalk and different
from the following
neighborhoods La
Mirada, La Habra,
Rowland Heights

It is important that my
community sticks
together because of
the shared interest
and in issues such as
immigration.
Additionally, this
community suffers
from access to
resources for the
homeless. The only
resources available is
food which is offered
In uptown Whittier at
the community fridge.
In closing, it’s
important that we are
kept together to be
able to advocate as a
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community for covid
relief targeted at
immigrant families in
need of childcare,
technology to access
online learning and
food from the local
schools. These are the
families that continue
to be at higher risk for
covid and the delta
variant because they
are essential workers
who often work more
than one job to make
ends meet.
